I beleech God to multiply theſe great 
fauours towards you, and ever t0 
giue yon hearts which may be truely 
Apoſtolicall: and all full of celeſtial 
fire, and giue grace to us, that wee 
may well and worthily ſcrue the 
Church, under your fauours, and by 
imitation of you. AndI pray God
